RAIL STRIKES

ABOLISHEXPRESSCOMPANIES GRAIN AND PROVISION PRICES 


May Be Recommendation of Railroad 


Commissioners. 


Chicago, Aug. 23 —Th** sub-commit­ 
tee of the National 
Association of 
Railroad Commissioners, 
which has 
been investigating the subject of ex­ 
press rates, concluded its hearings 
here, C. L. Delbridge, a St. Louis pub­ 
lisher, was the last witness. 
He de­ 
livered a scorching arraignment of al­ 
leged unfair methods pursued by the 
express companies

News has just reached Brainerd of 
the heroic rescue of Sergeant Chaa. 
11 auf t. of St. Paul, by his nephew. 
Prof. F rank VV. Hanft, of Marinette, 
Wig.

Hanft 
was 
formerly 
principal of the high school in this 
city and has a summer cottage on 
Round lake. 
In company with the sergeant, who 
has been 27 years on the St. Paul 
police force, Mr. Hanft rowed out to 
the middle of Round lake and they 
east their lines and spent the morn­ 
ing fishing. 
While 
the 
professor 
was landing a big fish one of these 
incidents happened which, in the ex­ 
citement of the moment, cannot he 
explained. 
Charles Hanft stood up 
in the rocking boat to grasp the fish 
as it struggled on the line, and fish, 
fish POL's, boat and occupants upset 
into the lake. 
A little ducking like this did not 
h u rt the professor for he has swam 
miles in the different lakes and on 
some occasions has been mistaken for 
a deer or moose splashing In the w a ­ 
ter. 
But it was no laughing matter 
for the sergeant who cannot swim a 
stroke and weighs fully 24 0 pounds. 
He sank at once and went down a 
second time and the last time up 
Prof. Hanft caught his none too gen­ 
erous head of hair and kept him up. 
The boat had turned turtle and a f­ 
ter considerable 
maneuvering 
the 
sergeant was deposited on its gen­ 
erous bottom. 
The 
professor 
en­ 
deavored to shove off but t h a t was 
impossible as the boat was anchored. 
He dove down several times to untie 
the rope and had to give 
it 
up. 
Keeping the boat well balanced he 
found a jack knife in his uncle’s 
pocket and cut the rope. 
A heavy sea had sprung up and 
taking th e rope in 
his teeth 
Mr. 
Hanft ferry-boated his relative to a 
friendly bar where shallow water en­ 
abled him to gain a foothold and 
none too soon, for his two hours 
fight with the waves had nearly ex­ 
hausted him. 
They were both more 
than thankful to take a rest on the 
neighboring shore. 
Friends say that 
only a man of Prof. H anft’s powerful 
physique and couarge could have e f ­ 
fected such a daring rescue.
